Governments Forced to Quarrel. 

“Governments are forced to interfere

The spirit infects all countries alike, even.

All know the high 
death rate in casea of scarlet fever, diphtheria, and 
consumption. To provide hospitals for these dis- 
- eases would not only be merciful but it can beshown 
to be economical as w ell, 
These isolation h ospitals are mocousaty for those 


| who have no means at home for the proper care and precautionary measures 


necessary to preyent the spread of contagion. Almost daily scarlet fever and 


_ diphtheria are found in families where other members of the family have no 


If the sick ones could be promptly removed to.a hos- 
pital the families and neighborhood could be protected from-these diseases,
